Everybody wa.s indiK>rs, aiul the cloud 
paased with its destructive rush and aw- 
ful roar unseen. 

Ocean Sceue. the p.-iiicipal l)u.siiiess 
street, is in riiiiis both siile.-* for 
blocks. To add to the horror, fire broke 
out among the debris of Ool<»el Robiii- 
Kon's block, and a woman, Mrs. Susan 
Asher. i.s supposed to havw peri8be<^l in 
the flanics. 

The Monitor Press and Vriire printni'.^ 
office lies a tumbled heap of bricks mid 
mortar. Juat across the street a laborer,

Recent Reporte of a Revolution 
There Confirmed. 



A TERRIBLE STATE OF AFFAIRE 



VM^aeat BagagMSMits Have Ta||M 
Plaea Within tke Last Twe Weeks.

P.\\AM\. May 2''. Tlie offirors of a 
gteaiii''liip whii li has in^t ariived liere 
from I.a< iuayni. coniiriii the worst of 
the recent reports as to the anarchistic 
contlition of Venezuela and give news 
of repeated dynamite eutragee, which 
have s pr ea d torror among the dtixens 
of tite capital. Frequent engagements 
have taken place within the last two 
weeks, but the combatants have lieen 
onl\' sii:all bands t)f government troops 
ami iiiLcs of raiders who call them- 
selves revolutionists. Several score of 
wounded have been brought to Caracas, 
but the government reports, neverthe- 
less, that its tfoops have been vfctorloos 
in every engagement. 

General Crespo's challenge to Casanas 
to bring his army in the open field and 
settle the question of supremacy once 
for all so as to relieve the suffeiinge of 
the people, has won him many friends, 
as tlie government's persistent prolonga- 
tion of the trouble is generallv consid- 
ered to be due to Palacio's inoifference 
to the welfare of the country.J Casanas, 
after refusing to meet Creepo. returned 
to Cartuas and resiprned his offices as 
Palacio's physician. cJiief adviser and 
comman<ler.of the oiTuy. Palacio sus- 
pects treachsij and Qoiemitted him to 

prison. 

The state of general intimidation In 
the capital for Ihe last two weeks has 
been uiiprecedente<l. Carloads of pris- 
oners have been brought in from La- 
Guayra and other cities in the hands of 
the govenmient and have been marched 
in chains throuuh Ihe streets as warn- 
ings to local disloyalists. Tlie prisons 
already are lull of men arrested in Cara- 
cas, and private houses have been seized 
and tiinied into prisons to receive the 
suspects from other cities. All are con- 
fined witlmnr (f i ll and after a merelv 
superficial e\;.ni;nation in Camera. 
Hardly a inirnv pa-scs without a raid by 
Palacio's so'iiers on the families of 
private iiti-:ens, The houses are 
searched, the ii'ate and money .»eized 
and the men iv led olf lo prison. 

Three e.\;>l(, ions of d> ni.niite within 
the la-^^t two .-eeks h:i'.e increased the 
apI)relleIlsio^.^■ of ail residents of the 
country, and have given tlvi government 
excuses for arresting many innocent 
men. On M>iy I'J a Injinb w.is exiil.'.!. I 
iu the en ry way of the .Mditarv 
academy. Tlie door leiahiiL; info t'.e 
first lecture room was blown in, and two 
cadets and an otlic.er were killed by tty- 
ing metal and s[il!nters. Several others 
were iii.piri'd. Three men and two 
women, pa.s.si'ig the building,' at the time 
of the t.x]ilo.sion, were also injurcil. The 
whole vicinity around the academy 
was shaken, and the rejiort uof .ilnoad 
that Crespo n-as before the city, and had 
begun the bombardment. The streets 
were filled with fri^hteiH d men aiel 
Women. The military wu.s callcl out, 
and for two iiom s jmnic and the wilu- 
esf. aiipreheiisiM)! [ifevailed thronghout 
the city, l-'our days later a shanty on 
the outskirts of the city was blown np 
and one man Wivs injured. He us sup- 
posed to U- a '.government spy. 

AnotliiT I ..plosion on the following 
uighr shattered the wmdo'.'.s of til,' 
houses near the caltiedral linl iiohoiiy 
was u'.inred. Palai ioatihbiites the uir- 
ra^es to ( 'resjiists, who are intciif uikiII 
inaii;curatiiis,' in the c:ity the reign of 
jiliiniler now supreme in tlie ( ouiitrv. 
The ( 'respists s;iy that the e."cj)lo.-ioii was 
caused by the government's ak'ciits who 
wisii to discredit the revolnlioir.sti. as 
did Biilmaceda, The gen»!ral belief is, 
however, that ihe explosions .iic the 
work of ine.sjionsible and ill-advised 
Crcspists who hope to fTi;;hten Piilacii> 
and his advisers into Hceing f i om the 
city.

The Legislature resumed business at 
the old stand yesterday, and the House 
transacted more business than tisnsl. 

The bill on hoH.lays was amended so as 
to make the first Mondfj in September a 
holiday. It is to be lOMwn as " I«bor 
Day." The bill as amended was passed. 

The Senate bill on insolvent debtors 
was also passed. 

Mr. Mclnerney's bill to prevent rail 
roads from employing inexperienced en 
gineers was postponed in order to give 
some of the railioad men a chanoe to be 
heard on it. 

The bill relating to claimsfapon the 
treasury |wasj»assed, after some fmend- 
ments had been adopted. One of these 
abolished the otTi -e of tJpstafT ot the 
Court of Appeals. 

Mr. Gardner's MU prohibiting the sate 
of oleomargarine under any othei than 
its own name, and prohibiting its use in 
asylums and charitable institutions, was 
passed by a tinanimoua vote.

The examining trial of Lee Mont joy on 
charge of killing Harvey Harris, colored, 
came off yeaterday before Judge Phister, 
and re«nlted in the accused being held to 
answer at the next term of the Circuit 
Court. His bail was fixed at $1,500. He 
gave bond and wai releaaedy Qia attor- 
neys are Whitoker & Boberteon and 
Cochran & Sons. 

Tom Sooflley was the first witness to 
testify. lie was at lazzie Banyon's house 
the night of the killing. Shortly after he 
reached there Montjoy came in. In a 
little while Sousley and Jack Keys left 
and came down town. They returned 
later to the house. Mcmtjoy was at the 
comer. Sousley left Keys and Montjoy 
there talking and went down to the rear 
of the house. Harris was tlit-n' lixing 
his clothes. Sousley went to the door 
and was there talking when Montjoy 
fired. Heard Harris say: "Mister, please 
don't do that." Sousley called to Mont- 
joy to " quit that fooliehneM." Witness 
didn't hear Harris say a word till after 
the first shot. Harris was standing with 
bis back towards the door when he last 
saw him. After the shooting he went 
out and saw Harris lying on the street. 

On the cross examination Sousley said 
he saw Montjoy when he came on the 
poi^h, and he stepped a few steps back- 
ward. Ho didn't hear Montjoy -ay be- 
fore he ehot, " don't you hit me again." 
Montjoy flred twice in qokk socoefleion. 
Montjoy followed Harris up the alley. 
Joft as Sousley «aw Harris fall, Montjoy 
came np and laid : Tm sorry I shot this 
man, but he struck at me with a club." 
From the porch gate to the door of Lizzie 
Banyon'i room is six or seven steps. 
Witness saw no club around the place of 
the killing before or since. 

Lizzie Robinson, sometimes called Ban- 
yon, said she heard no fuse. When first 
ehotwae fired she heard Harris eay: "Oh, 
Mister, please don't do that," and tlnto he 
cried: "0»»I Lordy! Lordy!" 

MontJoyVi aoeennt of the shooting was 
ahout the .-ame as that lie K'ave the Bul- 
letin the morning after the killing. He 
law some man in the alley and asked h i m a 
qoestion. The man replied, calling him 
a"a— n of a b— h," and then struck him 
in the right side. The man then stooped 
to pick up a rock or club, and Montjoy flred 
as quick as he could. He didn't know 
who Harris was at the time. 

There were several other witnafiee, but 
the facts brought out did not diffw ma- 
terially from wb»t hae already been pub- 
liehed.

EXPLODES. 

Anothar Fatally and 
■•venU Otkars S«Hoiulr Ii^nred. 

Cabhollton, O., May 38.— An explo- 
sion occurred at OiliO o"c h)ck yesterday 
morning in the j,ulp mill connected with 
the Ft lend pajier mills. It was heard 
for miles aror.iid. The building was al- 
most totjd!\- demiilislu'd. and fragments 
of the wi eckam- were scattered all over 
the village. 

Emery Bhmd, of Lawrence. Ma.ss., the 
foreman of the null, was killed outright, 
his body being hightlully torn and man- 
gled* 

Superintendent Stebbius, of Carroll- 
ton, was dangerously and several otliev.s 
sUghtly injured, but it is not thought 
that any further fatalities will result. 

Theexplo-ion was caused by lack of 
water in an overlieated Ijoiler. 

Blood was at work on the third floor 
of the building when the explosion oc- 
cunetl. He was blown one hundred 
yards away, and when his body was 
picked up it could scarcely be recog- 
nized. It waa honibly mangled. 

Htebbins was at work outside and was 
taught by a falling wall. He was terri- 
bly i rushed and can not recover. 

ITie exi>losion occurred in one of the 
pulp tubs. It was eleven feet in diame- 
ter and forty feet high. Pieces were 
blown a mile away and bricks and pieces 
jf timber from the wradkad bnUding 
were hurled furtlier. 

All the telegraph and telephone wires 
were blown oown, and the town bbars 
the appearance of having been struck by 
a cyclone. The other workmen who 
were injured were struck by splinters, 
but, save Blood and Ktebbius, all escaped 
^th a few slight bruises.
